LAY sERMONS. 


We hear a great many people ob- 
jecting to creeds these days, and they 
tell ug that they do not believe in them, 
and that the man who basn’t any creed 
can be just as good a Christian as the 
man who has a creed, as long as the 
assembly’s catechism, with its doc- 
trines of divine sovereignty, predesti- 
nation, foreknowledge and all that. 
Creeds, they say, make narrow-minded 
Christians and get one’s religious faith 
into ruts, and make people blind in 
every direction but that toward which 
their peculiar tenets tend, and 
thatiswhy they object to them, for 
they want a faith as broad as God’s 
horizon and as independent as truth. 

This talk about abolishing’ creeds 
and basing your religious life upon 
something else, all sounds very liberal, 
but the question is, can you do it? 
What is a creed? Why, it isa definite 
summary of what is believed. You 
may not have a written formulated 
eh but does that make you creed- 
less 

Do you believe in God? Why, yes, 


certainly Ido, you say. Well, then, 
what is your heliefin an Infinite Father 
but the first article in your unwritten 
creed? Do you believe in a future 
life? Most assuredly, you say. Then 
is not this the second article of your 
creed, this belief in man’s immortality? 

Do you. believe that in the abstract 
there. is such a thing as right and 
wrong, and that itis your duty to fol- 
low the right and avoid all wrong- 
doing? 

Of course, of course, you say; no 
good man believes otherwise, and com- 
mon sense, if nothing more, would 
teach us that the right is best for us 
and always the most conducive to our 
happiness in the end. Very well; this 
belief is but another article in your 
creel, which, as we examine it, is get- 
ting to be quite a lengthy one, and so 
far as we have gone, a very good one. 
You see that the human mind is so 
constituted its faith must take shape. 
A dreamy, unreasoning, unformed and 
undefined belief is incompatible with 
broad spiritual understanding and in- 
telligent Christian growth. ; 

O but you say, I don’t want any 
creed but the Bible—that’s good enough 
for me. 

So it is for us all. It is the woll- 
spring of all truth, the source of all 
spiritual illumination, aud the creed 
which cannot stand the test of a com- 
parison with the truths which it teaches 
is utterly worthless. But the creed, 
which is really but a brief exposition 
of important points, is a great aid to 
the individual members of a church, 
helping them to clearly perceive upon 
just what foundation of religious truth 
they stand, and enabling them to give 
a reason for the faith that is in them. 

And there is also something in these 
summaries of belief which strengthens 
the feeling of Christian fellowship. 
There is great force in the sympathy of 
human beliefs. It is something to ap- 
proach the Father through the same 
paths. There is a close band of sym- 
pathy between you and the brother 
who believes in the efficacy of prayer, 
and who in times of trial and of weak- 
ness is ready to go to God in your be- 
half. There is sympathy, and help 
even, in the handclasp of the brother 
who like you is reaching out for a 
higher life, believing with you in the 
pitying love of the Redeemer. 

A creedless church is in reality a 
church made up of a multitude of 
creeds. One individual member may 
accept as an article of his creed the 
divinity of Christ, Another may look 
upon Him as a perfect man and reject 
the belief that He was “God manifest 
in the flesh.“ Another believes in the 
salvation of all the race; another takes 
his Bible and abides by its teaching 
when it says: For the hour is coming 
in the which all that are in the graves 
shall hear His voice and shall 
come forth; they that have done 
good unto the ressurrection of life; 
and they that have done evil unto the 
resurrection of damnation.” 

Let a person earnestly seeking after 
the truth say: There's brothers A 
and B, they are members of the same 
church. I'm a little in doubt about 
this doctrine of salvation by faith. 
I'll go to them and perhaps they can 
help me to see the matter more clearly.” 
A says: O, it’s all nonsense, this idea 
of a divine Redeemer. Try and do 
just as near right as you can and you'll 
be safe enough. We don’t need any- 
thing beyond good works to get into 
heaven. 

All this the inquirer would find very 
comforting were it not that there is a 
burden upon his conscience. There 
are misdeeds in the past that must be 
atoned for, and, he says, I don’t quite 
see how, even if from henceforth I 
should do nothing wrong, that is zoing 
to make the past all right. I believe 
T’ll nave a little talk with B; as he’s a 
member of the same church, he may 
help me to see this matter a lit- 
tle clearer. ‘“‘But,” B says, “those 
teachings which 4 inculcates, 
my young friend, are not safe 
teachings for you to listen to. Don’t 
you remember the passage, There is 
none that doeth good; no, not one?’ 
Good works won’t save you. You 
must be saved by grace—by faith in 
Him who said, No man cometh unto 
the Father but by Me.’ Believe on 
the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt 
be saved. 

But how is it,.“ says the anxious in- 
quirer, that you both belong to the 
same church, and yet hold to such dif- 
ferent views? Your teachings are as 


wide apart as the poles. Lou hold up 
me a central sun, which, 
lights the soul with hope, but 


A strikes that sun from the firma- 
ment of faith, and leaves nothing but 
darkness. I don’t see how you can 
work together for the salvation of the 
world, even if you are members of the 
same church, or how you cap avoid 
conflicts of opinions and beliefs.”’ 

„O.“ says A, coming up, “it is not 
so much what a man believes as what 
he does that makes him right. All. 
the creeds in the world won't make 
a man a Christian.“ 

No, faith without works is 
dead. Both are necessary. With 
faith and works combined will 
come a larger Christian life.

For argument, for deep-uprooting of 
errors that sap the foundation of New 
Testament Christianity, he stands first 
among his equals. e can hold to 
Daniel Webster with the left and Paul, 
the apostle, with the right hand. For 
if the gifted statesman Said: 
J believe in those great pecu- 
liarities of the Christian religion— 
a resurrection from the dead and 
a day of judgment.“ the able preacher 
of Brooklyn says. But His disciples 
did not long despair. In the belief that 
He had risen from the dead, they rose 
from a despair that was worse than 
deuth.““ The readers of the Review will 
be quick to discern the difference be- 
tween Dr. Abbott and the advocate of 
a supposed resurrection, Minot J. Sav- 
age, and all his indorsers. We are 
sure that the clear thought of Dr.

I believe, therefore, in 
His declarations as well when He de- 
clares himself the Son of God, as 
when he declares any other proposi- 
tion.” t.“ Dr. Abbott says, we are 
not mere theists we believe in God, we 
believe also in Christianity.

The article 
even indorses Dwight L. Moody, in so 
far.as he goes back of the additions 
and corruptions of a later scholasticism 
to the simple teaching of the Galileean 
rabbi,““ and thus accords with Web- 
ster’s declaration: If we believe 
religion to be a matter not of demon- 
stration, but faith, God requires us to 
give credit to truths which He reveals, 
not 2 we can prove them, but 
because He declares them.“ This 
does not make sweet masic with the 
position that religion falls within the 
circle of demonstrated science. Dr 
Abbott, with hands of grace and 
strength piucks up more than agnostic- 
ism, and exposes more than a flaw in 
Ingersoll’s harness when he says:

Are you quite sure that this faith is so 
injurious, so depressing, so dwarfing to 
human growth, so dangerous to human 
liberty, so distressing to humanity in 
its sorrow, so demoralizing to human- 
ity in its moral conflicts,that to take it 
from them is worthy your eloquence on 
the platform, and your invective and 
your satire, and your ridicule upon

MEs, who follow with admiration 
this writer, will never conclude that he 
has undertaken to prove that wherever 
orthodoxy, “whether as Romanish, or 
Protestant, has been virtually unchal- 
lenged there standard of intelligence 
morality and character has been, an 
still is, low.”

NGO VERY SERIOUS DAMAGE. 


The 


Deming to, Be Removed to 
Los Angeles—Manager 
Wade Honored. 


Yesterday morning the Fort-street 
M. E. Sunday-school, the Universit 
Sunday-school and the Vincent M. 
Sunday-school went on a picnic to Re- 
dondo Beach. They took the Redonda © 
Beach road at Jefferson street and 
Grand avenue, and reached the beach 
in good season. The Fort-street scheoll 
returned to the city at 3 o’clock, but: 
the other schd&ls did not leave anti 
6 o’clock. The train on which they 
came up consisted of seven coaches, 
crowded to the platforms. This train 
was followed by a dummy bringing 
about twenty boys. At the first grade 
the engine had some difficulty in pull- 
ing the heavy train, and the engineer 
backed dewn to get a better start. He 
signaled the dummy to bold 
back and they had no trouble, but at 
the next grade, when the engine had 
the same difficulty, the dummy — 
an 
the big train backed down the grade 
at à rapid rate, running into the 
dummy. The train was backing around 
4 Sharp curve when the dummy came 
in view. It was then only afew feet 
from the bucking train, but its en- 
gineer reversed his engine and did all 
in bis power to prevent a collision. He 
rang his bell and blew his whistle to 


warn the passengers, and when he saw 


that the two trains must come together 
he jumped and saved his life. There 
were quite a number of people on the 
platform of the rear car, and they 
jumped as the dummy ran into their 
car. The people in the rear car of the 
train, who saw their danger, made a 
rush for the front platform, intending 
to jump for their lives, but the door- 
Way was soon clogged, and the passen- 
gers were huddled up in the far end of 
the car when the dummystruck. This 
probably saved the lives of several per- 
sons, for had they remained in the rear 
of the car they would have been 
crushed, as the dummy plowed its way 
into the coach and smashed things up 


generally. Only one person was in- 


jured at all. A lady, whose name 
could not be learned, jumped from a 
window when sbe found that she 
could not reach the door. She rolled 
down the embankment and was 
slightly bruised, but was not otherwise 
injured. Both of the rear cars were 
considerably damaged, and were left 
on the scene of the accident, and the 
first part of the train came on to the 
city. About thirty passengers were 
left on the spot, and another train was. 
sent down to bring them up. This is 
the first accident on the Redondo road. 
DEMING SHOPS TO BE MOVED. 
President Huntington of the South- 
ern Pacific is already beginning to 
show his hand in Southern California.

thousand dollars a month in this city. 
The shops will be established on San 
Fernando street, where the old depot 
now stands. Large buildings will be 
orected and much of the work that is 
now turned out in Sacramento will 
come down here.. The machine shops 
of Sacramento have assisted very ma- 
terially in keeping that city up for 
years, and if they should be moved it 
would be a hard blow to that city. 
This move on the part of Mr. Hunting- 
ton will probably cause the Santa Fé 
roy to move their machine shops to 

os Angeles; in fact, they have been 
talking of it for some time. 

THE ATLANTIC AND PACIFIC. 
Railroad men in this city have been 
considerably worked up over the 
change in the control of the Atlantic 
aud Pacific stock. As soon as the 
Santa Fé secured full control of At- 
lantic and Pacific stock a meeting of 
the directors was called in Boston for 
last Wednesday, but for some reason 
it was postponed until next Thursday, 
when a change all along the line will 
probably take place in the manage- 
ment of the road. General Manager 
Robinson and the rest of the officers 
are ready toresign, and there is con- 
siderable conjecture as to who the new 
officers will be. The Santa Fé boys in 
this city are of the opinion that east- 
ern men will be brought out, while 
some of the officers of other roads 
seom to think that this step on the 
part of the heads of the Santa Fé will 
necessitate a change in the general 
officers of this city. 

MR. WADE HONORED. 

It is very evident that President 
Manvel and his associates of the 
Santa Fé think a great deal of Gen- 
eral Mauager K. H. Wade. As soon ag 
they secured control of the St. Louis 
and San Francisco road they offered 
Mr. Wade the general management of 
that read. Mr. Wade is thoroughly ac- 
duainted with the needs of the St. 
Louis and San Francisco, and it would 
be hard to find a better man for the 
place, but he is the first thor- 
ough railroad man who bas 
been put in charge of the South- 
ern Califemia ‘branches of the 
Santa Fé, and the people of this sec- 
tion cannot afford to let him go. He 
has not yet been here a year, but he 
has placed the roads in a better condi- 
tion than they ever were before and it 
will be hard for President Manvel to 
find a man to fill his place. Mr. Wade 
is out of the city, but it is not believed 
by his friends that he will leave Los 
Angeles if he can help it, and if Mr. 
Manvel is made to understand the sit- 


uation it is almost certain that he will 


not take Mr. Wade away from South- 
ern California.

OUR GRACIOUS GOVERNOR. 


His Excetiency Gov. Waterman has 
been making himself very gracious in 
these parts of late. He recently con- 
descended to receive an ovation from 
his loyal adherents in San Bernardino 
to celebrate the once more definite“ 
wk of the long-vexed asylum 
site. | 

On Friday His Excelleney deigned to 
visit the parks of this city. . In a long, 
type-written communication received— 
but not published—by all the papers in 
the city, we are informed that the 
august head of the State was gra- 
ciously pleased to express himself as 
satisfied with what he saw. His com- 
mendation even extended to the 
beautiful flowers and shrubs scattered 
throughout the park, sending out their 
fragrance on the morning air; the green 
grass, the song of innumerable birds, 
the shade trees, the rustic seats. We 
are reminded that, in 1863, the Gover- 
nor found here only a barren waste, 
occupied by squirrels and gophers, and 
while it is not exactly stated that the 
transformation is due to His Excel- 
lency, we are permitted to assume that 
such is the case. In conclusion, we 
are informed that Gov. Waterman 
was very entertaining and-delightful 
in his conversation,“ also that he was 
**full’—“of wit and good humor,“ and 
that “the park commissioners were all 
charmed with him.“ 

It is really too bad that no paper, ex- 
cept the Governor’s private organ, 
managed to find space for this beauti- 
ful little type-written pastoral prose 
poem. 

On the same afternoon—for this in- 
formation we are indebted to the col- 
umns of the private organ, no type- 
written description having been left 
at this office—His Excellency was gra- 
ciously pleased to illumine with his 
presence the Los Angeles Orphans’ 
Home, where—we again refer to the 
organ’s account of the affair—His Ex- 
cellency gave conclusive proofs of the 
towering preéminence of that great 
mind which has 80 successfully 
gruppled with insane, insurance and 
other intricate State problems. The 
chief of the State condescended w en- 
ter the humble kitchen of the asylum. 
There he perceived some loaves of 
bread. They were—like some of His 
Excellency’s advisers—very fresh. 
What followed, let the organ tell: 


That's the food for the little folks,“ re- 
marked His Excellency, as he lifted up a 
beautifully-moided loaf. “A slice of that, 
with butter and apple sauce spread on it, 
will keep the roses in the babies’ faces.“ 
This caused the ladies to smile, and the 
pieasant face of the Governor took on a far- 
away look, as though boyhood memories 
were crowding thick and fast.-

inspire the mind of some talented 
architect to compose a group of stat- 
uary for the State Capitol grounds. 
Here the artist would have all t 
materials at hand: the boy, the but 
tered bread, the apple sass, the result- 
ing grin—and the Guv’ner. What 
more could an artist want to inspire 
his pick and hammer?

A MODEL MARKET-PLACE. 


The plan for providing Los Angeles 
with a public market-place must not 
be allowed to full through. It is one 
of the most important matters before 
the people of Los Angeles today.

San Antonio, Tex., which he claims to 


be more successfully conducted 
than that of any other city in 
the United States.

but it was not a complete success until 
some years ago. Some public-spirited 
citizens concluded that it would be of 
great benefit to the community to have 
the market-place more generally pat- 
ronized, and they set about to accom- 
plish the desired result. Here is the

The Sin Antonig market opens at day- 
light, and it is quitkly filled with dealers 
and buyers. Vegetables can be bought 
there cheaper than if one owned the land to 
raise them, and labor cost nothing. Mer- 
chants at first availed themselves of the 
market to go in early and buy up all the 
eggs, chickens and other goods offered, and 
as no more would be brought into the city 
during that day, they would effect a or- 
ner,“ and doubling the price make hand- 
some profits at the expense of those who 
failed to reach market in season. The or- 
dinance was amended to meet this, too, so 
that merchants are not allowed to interfere 
in any way, or buy in open market until 
after the hour of 9. 


SouTn AFRICA bas now entered the 
field as a competitor for the grape 
market of the world. Large vineyards 
have been planted there by English 
capitalists, and they now claim, after 
several years’ experience, that they 
have the finest fruit-growing region in 
the world.

New Tonk, May 24.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Among the cabin pas- 
sengers on the Augusta Victoria 
from Hamburg was Herman Kempin- 
ski, a Russian by birth and a natur- 
alized American citizen. He was on 
hid way to his home in Bridgeport, 
after having spent thirteen months 
in a Russian prison on a charge of 
evading military duty. He was ac- 
companied by his wife and two little 
girls, who remained near him while he 
was confined in jail. 

They had returned to Russia to 
visit their parents, and the husband 
was arrested without charges. Kem- 
pinski tells an interesting story of bis 


experience and his wife’s efforts to se- 


cure his release. She first applied to 
Wurtz, the American Consul, who 
promised to intercede, but nothing 
more was heard from him. A few 
months later a friend coming to Amer- 
ica laid the case before Secretary Bay- 
ard, but the correspondence which fol- 
lowed had no result. 

A friend, a few months ago, laid the 
case before Secretary Blaine, who, ac- 
cording to Kempinski’s story, notified 
W urtz to demand the prisoner’s release, 
and failing, to demand his passports 
and leave the country. 

As soon as this cuble was laid before 
the Czar he ordered the prisoner’s re- 
lease. This was immediately effected, 
and the unfortunate man was treated 
with every consideration. He says the 
Russian jailers demanded money for 


everything done, and that his wife ex- 


pended nearly ten thousand dollars 
during his imprisonment. He will see 
Secretary Blaine and try to recover his 
money. 


MORE DYNAMITE. 


The Chicago Reds Attempt Another 
Outrage. 

May 24.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The night of May 4, 1886, 
the date of the Anarchist riot, was re- 
called to mind this morning with start- 
ling vividness by the discovery of un- 
mistakable traces of an attempt to 
blow up the Haymarket monument 
and surrounding buildings with a 
gigantic charge of dynamite. 

A policeman passing the monument 
saw at its base what appeared to be a 


roll of black cloth tied with a small 


rope. He picked it up and the sup- 
posed rope crumbled in his fingers as 
though charred by fire. Tied up in 
the piece of black cloth was a tin ean 
about twelve inches long and four 
inches in diameter. The vessel was 
evidently full of some substance and 
weighed about ten pounds. Several 
pieces of burnt fuse were found 
lying beside it. The fuse was 
broken in a dozen pieces and evi- 
dently had been soaked with kerc- 
sene. On the step approaching the 
base of the statue was found an un- 
lighted piece of fuse, to one end of 
which was attached a small dynamite 
cap. This tried with fire flashed read- 
ily. Thecharge of dynamite, accord- 
ing to the police, was enough to blow 
up several blocks. The machine was 
evidently placed there early this morn- 
ing and the rain extinguished the 
burning fuse. 

The contents of the can were sub- 
mitted to an expert, who finds that it 
consisted of 50 per cent. nitroglycerine, 
enough to cause great destruction. It 
is certain that rain alone prevented an 
explosion. Chief of Police Marsh de- 
clined to say anything about the An- 
archists’ movements, but it is known

CHINA AND JAPAN. 


More Earthquakes—Honors to Mar- 
quis Tseng’s Memory. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 24.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The Japan Mail 
says about one hundred earthquakes 
were felt on Miyoke Island, in the 
Idzu group, from April 17th to 19th. 
Many houses were destroyed, and land- 
slides occurred in various parts of the 
island. ce 

Of the large number of persons ar- 
rested on suspicion for the murder of 
Rev. T. A. Large, the Canadian Meth- 
odist missionary, four are in custodv. 

The Shanghai Mercury says: Ata 
place called Zechu, near Ningpo, a 
miser named Chang, while delirious 
from fever, murdered his wife and son 
and daughter, mutilating the vodies 
afterward, and committing suicide. 

Referring to the death of Marquis 
Tseng, an imperial decree of April 
26th stated that the deceased always 
performed his duties so as to conduce 
to the welfare of China at home and 
abroad, and the Emperor lamented the 
death of an able and faithful officer. 
The decree commanded that posthu- 
mous honors be accorded the deceased. 

The train which last month con- 
veyed the Emperor of Japan from 
Tokio to Nogoya made the distance, 
226 miles, in nine and one-half hours, 
including stoppages, being the best 
time yet made on a Japanese railroad. 

The National Japanese Exhibition 
during the month of April was visited 
by half a million people. Receipts 
from the sale of tickets amounted to 
about fifty-six thousand dollars. It is 
mow expected the exhibition will re- 
main 1 until August. 

The Royal Gazette of Seoul on April 
15th contained notification that O. N. 
Denny's contract for two years with 
the rean government having ex- 
pired, his connection as vice-president 
of the bome office had ceased. It is 
also stated that a royal decree was 
issued two weeks previously dismiss- 
ing all the employés of the foreign 
office except the president, which 
would gever Denny’s connection with 
that office. Itis said Mr. Denny in- 
tends shortly to leave Corea, though in 
some quarters it is understood the 
King would like to retain Denny in 

employ.

A Woman Tried for Burglarizing 
Peg-leg Silvani’s Room and 
Acquitted—Notes and 

New Cases. 


Yesterday tire only Judge of the Su- 
perior Court who was hard at work try- 
ing to untangle some of the twisted 
skeins of human mistakes was Judge 
Van Dyke, and he had enough for all 
six judges in the Weyse case, still on 
trial in his department. The day was 
spent in the further examination of the 
brothers Otto G. and Rudolph Weyse, 
and Mrs. Louise Weyse, and the three- 
cornered objections by the various 
counsel continued to encumber the 
record. 

Although the plaintiff and defendant 
in the case are the two brothers, there 
seems to be a tacit combination of 
their forces against Mrs. Weyse, once 
Mrs. Naud, but more recently the wife 
of Otto G. Weyse. Both the brothers 
continued yesterday to detail the ins 
and outs of their partnership with E. 
Naud before his death,in the ware- 
house and winery business. — 

P. W. Dooner, Esq:, who withdrew 
from active participation in the case 
Friday, was present, and sat with Mrs. 
Weyse's counsel, although he took no 
part in the proceedings. 


In the afternoon Mrs. Louise Weyse 


was the only witness examined. her 
cross-examination being conducted by 
Mr. White. She spoke in French and 
an interpreter was used. Her testi- 
mony was devoted to a recital of the 
affairs in controversy from her stand- 
point. She gave a history of the com- 
mencement of the business by her for- 
mer husband, E. Naud, and the for- 
mation of a partnership by her hus- 
band with the Weyse brothers. She 
ridiculed the idea of their having as 
much of an interest in the business as 
they claim. She denied that she ever 
entered into a contract or agreement 
with the Weyses in New York, or ever 
entered into a marriage contract with 
him, but the latter contract was all on 
hie side. She explained that 
she signed a paper about half 
an hour before sailing for France 
on the representation er 
that it was to secure O. G. Weyse’s 


mother, to whom he claimed the estate 


was indebted. She did not know that 
it was a paper conveying a one-sixth 
interest in the Naud warehouse prop- 
erty. She testified that the on 


ment she ever entered into wit . 


Weyse was in giving him a power of 
attorney to transact all her business. 

Several books of the firm have been 
missing for some time, and Mrs. Weyse 
testified that she believed O. G. Weyse 
has secreted them for the purpose of 
helping out his case. The trial will be 
resumed Monday, and it will probably 
oecupy sevaral days of the week before 
being submitted.

A Bab JUMP 


Made by Nat Dean at the 
Opera-house. 


A WARNING WAS NOT HEEDED. 


He Dropped Upona Screen of Mus- 
lin, Thinking It a Floor—in- 
juries Not Yet Fully 
Known. 


Nat Dean, an usher in the balcony 
at the Grand Opera-house, met with a 
serious accident last evening, which 
came near being fatal. At about 10:30 
o’clock the ushers in the balcony were 
preparing to get their hats from the 
closet which is prepared for that spe- 
cial purpose. One of the boys asked 
Dean, for the keys, Inthe rear of 
the balcony there is a ventilator 
extending across the entire length of 
the building. This ventilator is 
guarded by a railing six feet in height. 
The ventilator opens at the bottom, 
just over the balcony stairs, or rather 
thitre isa thin muslin cloth over the 
ventilator so as to prevent dust and 
rubbish from being thrown down into 
the auditorium. When Dean was 
asked for the keys ho tossed them over 


his shoulder backward, and they 
fell over the railing on the 
cloth. He at once climbed 


up on the railing and was preparing 
to let himself down into the ventilator 
to get the bunch of keys, when Len 
Behymer, head usher of the balcony 
said, Nut, do not jump down there; 
the flooring is only of cloth; it is not 
wood.“ But, just at that moment, 
Dean jumped down, evidently think - 
ing that the flooring was of wood, as 
it was dusty and had that ap- 

arance. With a crash Dean 
ell through the cloth, tearing 
away a surface of about three feet. He 
fell a distance of about eight feet, and 
when Behymer hurried around and 
down stairs he found Dean lying nearly 
at the bottom of the balcony stairs, 
groaning and unconscious. Restora- 
tives were administered. and in about 
ten minutes he was sufficiently re- 
stored to consciousness and was placed 
in a cab and taken to his home at 550 
South Hill street. He had let himself 
down by his hands to the ~*~ 
posed wooden flooring, and n 
descending through the cloth, 
after he released his hold of the 
railing, he evidently turned in falling, 
as he was found’ lying on his left side, 
having struck on his’ head and left 
shoulder.

Interesting Exerc.ses at the Wilson 
School Bullding. 
When Supt. Monroe called the insti- 
tute to order yesterday morning the 
large assembly-room of the Wilson 
grammar school was well filled with 
teachers from this and other towns.

ANNUAL REUNION 


Of the Societies Connected with the 
Universalist Parish. 

The several societies connected with 
the Universalist parish beld an annual 
reunion in the vestry of the church 
Friday evening. There was a large 
attendance and the exercises were of 
an interesting character. 

After a well-rendered piano solo by 
Miss Manlove, the report of the 
church was read by the pastor, Rev. E. 
L. Conger. The report embraced the 
first year of the church’s work, begin- 
ning on Easter Sunday of 1889, when 
106 persons were received into the fel- 
lowship of the Universalist body.

The total number of mem- 
bers was afterward increased to 140, 
but this number has been reduced by 
deaths and removals to 115. The en- 
tire membership is divided into three 
committees, having respective charge 
of the care and visitation of the sick, 
works of benevolence, and works of 
hospitality. 

The pastor concluded by congratu- 
lating all present on the perfect har- 
mony existing between all departments 
of the common work. Each supple- 
ments the other,” he said, and adds 
strength to the whole.“ 

Miss Stella Corson read the report of 
the Sunday-school. The past year’s 
work in this department has been 
marked by success. The school has a 
membership of 105 names, apd an av- 
erage attendance of over ninety schol- 
ars. The various entertainments 
given by the school were alluded to, 
and a balance of $24.04 was reported 
in the treasury. 

Miss Buelah Maskell gave a recita- 
tion, after which came the report of 
the ladies’ league, read by Mrs: 
Mitchell. During the year the league 
held 25 regular and 6 special meetings. 
The recorded membership numbers 30 
names. Nine entertainments were 
given under the auspices of the league, 
and a number of calls made upon the 
sick and upon strangers. Twenty- 
seven dollars was expended in chari- 
itable work, and employment was 
found for five persons. Considerable 
food and clothing were also distrib- 
uted. During the year the treasurer 
received $631.36, of which $600 was ex- 
pended for church purposes, leaving a 
balance of $31.36 in the treasury. The 
league commences the present year 
witha literary department added to 
its active forces.

The Adventists and the Saloons. 
Los ANGELES, May 23.—[To the 
Editor of Tne Times.) From what 


‘has been stated from the desk and 


through the press of our city within 
the past few weeks there seems to have 
been received the impression that the 


‘| Seventh Day Adventists, as a denom- 


ination, are in league with and sustain- 
ing the saloon element in their soul- 
destroying work of vending their pois- 
ons to the public, and so obliterating 
the happy home lights of our firesides, 
and breaking down the bulwarks of 
our national pride. 

As pastor of that church in this city 
I wish to express my surprise and re- 
gret that such a false light should have 
been given to this denomination. 
During the past forty-five years-of our 
denominational existence we have 
ever stood firmly as a strictly temper- 
ance people.
